W.R. Morris has been investigating 
J the John F. Kennedy murder for a 
decade. He has interviewed more than 
1,000 persons in connection with Ken- 
nedy’s death probe. 

Morris has a contract with Mrs. 
Marguerite Oswald, Lee Harvey Os- 
| wald’s mother, to write a book. He is 
presently working on a full length book 
regarding Oswald’s role in the assassi- 
nation of President Kennedy. 

Morris is the author of “The Twelfth 
I Of August,” a biography of Buford 
Pusser, the real-life hero of the “Walk- 
ing Tall’ movie. 

I He has been in contact for a long time 
with two former agents of the Central 
Intelligence Agency and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. One of the 
agents, Harry Dean of California, has 
agreed to permit Morris to use his 
| name. The other agent has asked that 
his name not be used. Both agents have 
provided Morris with first-hand infor- 
mation about the plot to kill John Ken- 
nedy. 

W.R. Morris has traveled aU over the 
I United States gathering information 
about the Kennedy assassination. He 
spent several weeks in New Orleans 
with former District Attorney Jim Gar- 
rison.

W.R. Morris was born in Reagan, 
Tennessee, a small community in West 
Tennessee. He spent most of his adult 
I years as an investigative reporter for 
various Southern newspapers. 

He now makes his home in Loretto,

sons will ask why he has waited so long to 
reveal the facts about the Kennedy assas- 
sination. 

“I have remained behind the scenes for I 
more than twelve years for the sake of my f 
family. My wife has begged me to forget 1 
the whole thing. 

“The trouble is 1 cannot forget it. It has 
been eating on me day and night like a 
deadly cancer. I can’t keep living with his 
horrible burden. This is the reason I have 
to talk,” Dean said. 

The ex-agent also fears for the personal 
safety of both himself and his family. 

“If they will murder the president of 
the United States, they will certainly j 
murder some other person who stands in 
their way. I would be a liar if I said 
wasn’t afraid. However, I have some in-| 
surance. If they kill me, the evidence 
have will immediately be turned over to 
the proper authorities. I have seen to 
this,” Dean said. 

Last year, when Dean was in New 
(York, his hotel room was entered and 
searched by a man who closely resembled 
the former agent. The stranger went to the 
desk clerk in the Sheraton Hotel and 1 
asked for the key to Room 1465. 

The clerk asked the stranger’s name. 

“Falon”, he answered. 

“Yes. That’s right. You're in Roor| 
1465,” the clerk replied, handing the ma 
the key. 



Harry Dean was registered in Room 
1465 under the name “Dean Falon,” an 
alias he had used on many intelligence j 
missions as a U.S. government agent.

early 60’ s and was part of Fidel Castro’ si

power in Cuba. At the time, Dean was 
i working for the CIA and joined Castro’s 
| guerrilla army so he could keep U.S. au- 
thorities posted on the Cuban leader’s ac-j 
tivities. 

Dean, at one time, was also a membei 
of the Fair Play For Cuba Committee, the^ 
National Minute men’s Organization and 
the John Birch Society. 

“I infiltrated all these groups and 
gathered information for the agencies 
concerning their various activities. The 
FBI handles internal security and the CIA 
external. Therefore, the information I 
i garnered was turned over accordingly. A 
^lot of the information had nothing to do 
with Mr. Kennedy’s safety, but was in- 
f formation that was vital to the national 
security of the United States,” Dean said. 

The former agent said he infiltrated the 
John Birch Society for several months 
and gathered first-hand information from

Dean said Lee Harvey Oswald was 
^caught by surprise when the assassination

“Oswald immediately realized that he

[safety, he quickly left the area. 

‘An agent, regardless of the situation,

[his rescue. It would be too embarrassing 
for the agency. 

“This is a sad thing, but true. However, 
agents are well aware of this before 
they get involved in undercover work. 
[After the shooting, Lee Harvey Oswald 
was scared.

Dean said.

^and a general engineered the death of 
ssident Kennedy,” Dean said as his 
fsteel blue eyes reflected deep emotion. 
“They claimed they had to do away with 
Mr. Kennedy for the sake of God and 
country. 

“I sincerely hope that I will be chal- 
lenged on the evidence 1 have . . . then we 
can lay all the cards on the table,” Dean 
lded. 

T attended many meetings of the John 
Birch Society prior to the assassination 
and heard details of the Kennedy kill plan 
being aired by both the congressman and 
general,” Dean said. 

“These discussions about the assassi- 
nation of Mr. Kennedy were held after the 
Society’s regular meeting. Only those 
who had been hand-picked by the con- 
gressman were allowed to attend. Most of 
the regular members didn’t know about 
the plans to kill the president. I had con- 
vinced the congressman and his cohorts 
that I was a Kennedy hater,” Dean said. 

Harry Dean said that the congressman 
was the chief architect of the JFK murder 
plan and, with other right-wingers, fi- 
nanced it. He said the general recruited 
and trained the hired guns. 

. “I was with a man in September 1963 
when he picked up $10,000 in cash from 
the congressman at his home. The money 
was taken to Mexico City to help finance 
the murder of President Kennedy,” Dean 
said. 

“The assassination planning team op- 
erated out of Mexico City for several 
weeks before the president was slain in 
Dallas. I attended many of these meetings 
and learned a lot of inside information 
about the Kennedy kill plan,” Dean said.
